In her first appearance, she read a 
prepared statement, which was in- 
terrupted by Selectman James Banda, 
who seemed afraid that she was going 
to discuss personalities. In her 
strongly worded statement, she 
charged that the qualifications were 
“not what you know, but who you 
know."" 

Mrs. Dec said that she understood 
the policy to be that a job open would 
go to any part-time employees wan- 
ting it. Mrs. Dec: is a traffic super- 
visor. 

‘The position has been left open by 
Town Manager Sterling Morris 
because of its controversial nature. 
He said he was “putting it on a back 
burner.’” 

Monday night Mrs. Dec requested a 
copy of the decision in writing and 
asked for a list of the applicants and 
the name of the person who receives 
the job, once the decision is made. 

Mrs. Dec was not happy with the 
treatment she received. ‘I haven't 
even had the courtesy of an inter- 
view,"’ she said.

Banda again said that he didn’t want 
to become involved. He said that he 
was not about to tell the Town 
Manager how to do his job. He further 


said that if there was fo be dis- 
crimination action against the town, 
then it would not be possible for her to 
have thedecision in writing. Banda 
said that he thought Town Counsel 
should become involved. 

Chairman Aldo Caira told the Town 
Manager, ‘‘You follow whatever 
procedure,you have in the past.””
